German Pilot Is 


Guest In Chicago 


Von Gronau Lands Ship 


on Lake Michigan 


Late Tuesday 


CHICAGO.—(/P)—Captain Wolfgang 


von Gronau, German transatlantic 
flier, completed the first scientific 
flight between Germay and Chicago 
over the northern circle route Tues- 
day. 


Von Gronau brought his huge twin- 


motored flying moat, the Greenland 
Wai, down on Lake Michigan off the 
loop at 6:10 p. m'., Chicago daylight 
time, six hours and ten minutes after 
he took t>ff on the last of the pathfind- 
Ing cruise, from Long Lake, Ont. 


Only a few hundred aviation en- 


thusiasts and civic leaders witnessed 
the landing. News of the take-off 
reached Chicago late, and this prob- 
ably held down the crowd. 


The Greenland Wai was towed into 


custom collector's docks to bo put 
through the routine examination after 
whicK Von Gronau and his crew, Co- 
pilot E. Zimmer, Radio Operator F. 
Albrecht and Mechanic F. Hack, were 
taken to a hotel, where a formal re- 
ception awaited them. 


"The flight was a great success," 


Captain Von Groneau said. 


One of the first to greet the captain 


was Miss Bertha Seeleman-mirou, his 
secretary, 
who 
preceded him 
to 


America by boat. 


The successful conclusion of the 


flight marked Captain Von Groneau's 
second trip over the northern route. 
Last year he flew from Germany to 
New York. ' 


The flight finished Tuesday was be- 


gun August 9 from the island of List 
Sylt on the north seacoast of Ger- 
many, stops were made in Iceland, 
Greenland and Canada to study the 
weather conditions and to gather oth- 
er data for possible establishment of 
regular air service between the east- 
ern and western hemispheres over this 
route. 


It was while pioneering this route 


in the last few weeks that Parker 
Cramer and Oliver Pacquette, Amer- 
ican fliers, were lost at sea after vir- 
tually completing the flight.

Wolf had 
admitted purloining from these secur- 
ties over a period of years, posting the 
stolen securities as margins with brok- 
ers in order to speculate in stocks and 
grains. His method was to abstract 
securities xoming into his possession 
after properly giving the customer a 
receipt. He would also abstract the 
records. 


When, it became necessary to ac- 


count for the securities, he would 
withdraw from the brokers the secur- 
ities he had stolen, return them to the 
bank, and maintain his margin by 
substituting other 
securities, simi- 


larly abstracted, 


The report in La Salle street was 


that the amount embezzled would ex- 
ceed $1,500,000. From Lloyds, the Lon- 
don insurance company under which 
the bank employes are bonded, came 
an estimate of $3,000,000. It was said 
that up to Tuesday night $1,300,000 had 
been checked up as missing.
